| -MODERN THEATRE. 


THE DRAMATIST OF 
, TODAY, 


" PROBLEMS AND AIMS. 


[By Karl Capek.) ; 


. Were I asked what are the chief |o 


tendencies dominating the’ modern 
theatre, i should reply that there 
is none, writes Karl Capek. How 
could there be? Never. hag the 
stage been more difficult to define 
than to-day. There is no great 
dramatic movement, . apart from 


Ibsen and Bernard Shaw, the two 


great combative critics of modern 
society; all other modern works 
are but isolated experiments, some- 
times very important, 
connected in a real forward move- 
ment. I'am a great admirer of 
Shaw; in my opinion he is the last 
of the great. dramatists,:the only. 
one with O'Neill (and this author 
in a minor degree) in which I can 
trace real originality. 

The stage will tend, I believe, 
‘more and more to dealing with only 
the larger aspecta of human Hfe— 
what I should call the evolutionary 
forces that we. see forging the 
future in our midst. . Such world 


but : never 


try; Bolsheviam, ete., should occupy 
the thought and ‘attention of our 
modern dramatists, but I do not see 
any one at present who is trying to 
deal with them freely and tho- 
roughly. Many people admire 
Pirandello, but, exceptional as is 
his talent, his art does nothing but 
probe more decply into’ the mystery 
of life; it hardly adda to our know- 
ledge of it. It is a pietinement sur 
place—not, a marche en avant, 
Times Oyt of Joint. 

LL. attribute this scarcity of 
dramatic genius to the fact that we 
are passing to-day through a very 
crucial’ period of ‘history. Every 
institution, every, accepted belief 
and convention, is being question- 
ed and submitted to the moat tho- 
-réugh and searching test. A real, 
a grent drama, needs very firm 
belief in'some higher order. The 
actual state of change and flux in 
everything {s rather the opportune 
time for writing comedies. I am 


to arise. ; 
In my opinion it ia a fallacy to 
believe that only the man. who has 


production 
factory play. Dramatic composition 
fis purely—or perhaps I should say 
Jargely—a question. of a sort of 
dramatic instinct and of large ex- 
‘perience in life.. For on a drama- 
jtic instinct everything turns in ao 
play, that is in dialogue, in action. 
The essential is not the “plot,” the 
dramatic. anecdote, but what your 
characters have to say together. 
“RU.LR.” and “Adam. Creator.” 
With regard to my own method, 
T experience some difficulties in the 
actual writing, of-a play, but ‘not 
in composing it. The idea under- 
lying the Robot play came to me 
quite readily in five minutes; but 
the mere writing of the play occu- 
pied a considerable time. I firat 
wrote the first and third acts and 
then put them aside. I cannot say 
that I particularly enjoy writing a 
play. Writing’ plays ‘necessitates 
a considerable amount of self- 
control and “objectivity.” I much 
prefer writing novels and the free- 
dom with which one’ can roam 
freely ‘over every conceivable field. 
+ -Mine and my brother's last play 
is “Adam Creator.” The idea un- 
derlying - this play is the futile 
Adam, by the 
strength of his negative power, 
destroys the world and God then 
bids him build up another. We 
seek to describe the terrible posi- 
tion in which his soaring pride has 
thus left him. This play was first 
performed last spring: I am doubt- 
ing if it was such a success ag soma 
of my less serious plays. 
Shakespeare in. Prague. 
I.am a great admirer of. the 
English stage and‘hold that one 
of its principal characteristics and 
its greatest force is its alncerity: 
To this element of sincerity, which 
underlies her literature and ‘her 
stage, is-due the high position 
which English literature ‘and the 
English stage, in a lesser. degree, 
hold at the present day. Where 
English ‘stage’ production fails, 
however, {s in the | mise-en-scene, 
and in thig domain almost as much 
as in.

COTTON INDUSTRY. 1, 
EMPIRE PRODUCT. ‘ 
. London, Yesterday, ' 

The Commons have passed the 
Cotton Industry Bill, prolonging 
for five: years the operation of the 
Cotton Industry Act, but reducing 
fron -sixpence to threepence the 
levy imposed under the Act on the 
sale’ of every bale of raw cotton; 
a.levy made for the purposes of, 
the Empire Cotton Growing Cor- 
poration. . ‘ 

The mover of the .second read- 
ing of the’ BIN stated that in seven 
years the cotton produced.in the 
British Empire, excluding India, 
had increased from 100,000 to 
427,000 bales a year, and three 
quarters of the incroase was in the 
kind of cotton most suitable to the 
mills of Lancashire. : 

Mr. T. Johnston’ (Labour) com- 
plained that the Japanese were 
securing a large part of the cotlon 
grown in Uganda, which went to 
Japan in'steamers heavily subsidis- 
ed by the Japanese Government, 
and was then taken back to East 
Africa in the form of cotton goods, 

Mr. R. ‘Waddington  (Conserva- 
tive) said it was a fallacy to sup- 
pose that.the use of Empire cotton 
must be restricted. to’ Lancashire. 
That would mean restricting the 
development of Uganda, and it 
would be unjust not to allow the 
native producer to get full benefit 
from his cotton, Moreover, much 
‘eotton which went to Japan was 
unsuitable for Lancashire—Reuter,

The value of the Holford sct was 
enhanced by the insertion ‘of a 
hologranh letter from Defoe’ to 
Lord Wharton protesting againat 
the preferment of “a scandalous 
[priest,” and, ag one saw in the 
Morrison sale, any scrap of writ- 
ing in Defoe’s hand is very ‘valu- 
able. -. * . ‘ 

Further, as stated, the serial 
Newspaper numbers were ‘ac- 
companied by. a long: Ist of 
Defoe’s pamphlets in first editions, 
notably the 1706 poem in honour, 
of Scotland, “Caledonia,” which he 
wrote in Edinburgh while . ona 
political-missaion to influence Scot- 
tish public opinion in favour of 
the Union. , 

‘Notwithstanding the ‘interests of 
these numerous miscellaneous writ- 
ings, which Dr, Johnson knew ‘fo 
well that he could reel off a list 
of all the. titles of Defoe’s pamph- 
lets, the big ‘bidding was due to 
the “Robinson Crusoe” newspapers, 
The remarkable result much ex- 
ceeds any price hitherto paid for 
a firat issue of the story in book 
form (in March, 1719), about
